EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


THOSE GLARING HEADLIGHTS 


The warning issued to motorists by safety officials regarding 
the illegal use of high beam headlights is a sharp reminder of 
that group of autoists who in many ways fail to show considera- 
tion for the ‘other fellow’’ on the highway. 


The serious danger of glaring headlights when thrown into 
the eyes of an approaching driver is a night driving hazard that 
both Police Chief George A. Dane and Registrar Rudolph F. 
King intend to check. Police throughout the state have been 
asked to curb this practice and the Andover department is going 
to cooperate in this move. 


Although the law provides that autoists must shift to the low 
beam when approaching 500 feet of an on-coming vehicle, or 
when driving on well-lighted highways, many of them fail to 
do so. 


Such drivers contribute to the number of night accidents and 
there is no excuse for their failure to comply with this regula- 
tion. 


They fall into the class of those who fail to heed a STOP 
sign, who cut out on curves or in congested traffic, who speed 
to beat changing lights, and in other ways show that they are 
reckless drivers. 


If guided by courtesy and common sense much of the hazard 
they create on the road, and bad feeling too, would be avoided. 


The annual slaughter on American highways has frequently 
been called a national disgrace. The number of accidents that 
pile up would indicate that many drivers are entirely indifferent 
to their own safety and that of others. 


Every step taken to‘curtail the cause of accidents should be 
heartily supported by the public as it will help reduce traffic 
deaths and make driving a little more healthy for all of us.

That might be a very 
good test of a great deal of gilded 
international propaganda current 
at the moment. Never believe any- 
thing until you know who said it 
or who is supplying the words to 
the dummy. 


Atomic Bomb—The Red Herring 


In the past week or so the 
Russians have been pretty cleve 
at labelling international support 
of south Korea as imperialist 
warmongering. That, of course, 
was Hitler’s method for arguing 
with any attempt to stop his ex 
pansion. But the Russians are 
more subtle than was Hitler. They 
reduce conflicting issues to a 
simple formula. You don’t want 
atomic war? Who might use the 
atomic bomb if necessity arises? 
The United States has as good as 
said so. If you don’t want such a 
weapon in use, sign on the dotted 
line against war. Help to stop 
interference by the United States 
and the United Nations in what is 
a purely domestic Korean affair. 
This is merely another variation 
of the earlier Russian argument 
that whoever should use the 
atomic bomb first would be la- 
belled the aggressor. Regardless 
of what should happen before its 
use. It’s really very simple. Play 
on the emotions and clow the 
issue with sentiment, 

Events in Korea and the Hast 
provide Russia with potential 
propaganda to split the allies. 
And we must be ready to expect 
more bad news—and more efforts 
by Moscow to drive a wedge be- 
tween us. In our impatience and 
annoyance we are very apt to lose 
perspective. The United States 
forces have been rather badly 
mauled by the Reds. But that was 
to be anticipated from the sudden- 
ness of the attack. The fact is 
that our forces fighting under 
United Nations auspices have 
been a quick and encouraging 
victory for the communist world. 


Nehru’s Wedge Between The Allies 


We must keep that perspective 
before us, else we can become 
easy prey to increasing propaganda 
from Moscow. Already the Kremlin 
is trying to drive in @ wedge be- 
tween us. If we show any signs of 
hesitation or confusion, Russia 
will take advantage of the situa- 
tion, Mr. Nehm’s ‘‘offer’’ to Rus- 
sia has already played into her 
hands. She is by no means com 
mitted to the Korean adventure, 


although it cannot yet be asserted 


that Stalin does not want a general 
war. But the existence oftalking 
with the fighting suggests that 
Korea is an accelerated phase of 
the cold war at this date. But 
Nehru’s offer immediately gave 
Moscow the opportunity to pose 
as the peace-loving nation, and 
almost put the burden of aggres- 
sion upon the United Nations. 
Let the United Nations recognise 
Red China, suggested Netru, as a 
necessary prerequisite for the 
return of Russia to the security 
council and a negotiated settle- 
ment of the Korean question. 

Great Britain has long ago 
recognised Mao’s' government— 
to no apparent advantage. But the 
United States has refused to 
follow suit. Could Russia have 
been offered a better wedge to 
drive between the Allies at such 
a moment?

Q — I graduated from high 
school under the GI Bill this June, 
amd in the fall I’d like to go onto 
college, also under the GI Bill. 
Does VA consider this a change 
of course, and will I have to submit 
justification before I can enroll? 

A — VA will not consider your 
college training as a change of 
course, so you will not be required 
to submit justification to take it. 
All you need do is obtain a swu- 
plemental certificate of eligibility 
from the VA regional office which 
maintains yourrecords,. 

Q— My nephew was admitted to 
a VA hospital and I paid his train 
fare to get there. Is there any way 
the Government will refund the cost 
of the trip? 

A — If VA authorized travel 
before the trip began, you may be 
entitle to a refund. Apply for it at 
the VA office or hospital that 
authorized transportation. 

Q — If I enter a VA domiciliary 
home, may I accept outside employ- 
ment and still remain in the home? 

A — No. One of the require- 
ments of eligibility for domiciliary 
care is that the veteran have a 
disability or disease whichprevents 
him from earning a living for a 
prospective period of time.

If you are one of these lucky 
persons and yours is a family with 
a couple of small children, one of 
the minor problems you’ll have to 
face will be what kind of attitude 
you are going to adopt with re- 
spect to those fine, freshly plas- 
tered walls. 


You know, of course, that it is 
mandatory to let the plaster dry 
out for at least two months be- 
fore giving them a _ permanent 
coat of oil paint. But perhaps 
you have reasons for wanting to 
give the walls some kind of tem- 
porary finish in the meanwhile, be- 
fore you move in. (For instance, 
if you have a small boy, he has 
10 such reasons at his fingertips.) 

At any rate, here is a recom- 
mended process for giving the 
walls an attractive temporary cov- 
ering:
